Uptown importers being unable, owing 


to the continued tightness of time money, 
to secure discounts, are unable to buy ex- 
change, and this fact accounts for tho 
limited demand 
This condition enables 


tbo exchange syndicate to .depress ex- 
change to a point, that readers practicable 
imports of gold. Large amounts of ster- 
ling loans have also been made and in ad- 
dition there are increased offerings of 
grain and cotton futures, chiefly the lat- 
ter.

A .uore intelligent man 


corrected this scatement and said that it 
meant thirty-two silver dollars for the 
gold thus obtained. (Cheers.) They were 
both silver men. To explain this 10 to 1 
we go bnob n our history. When the gov-, 
eminent was established we had a mint. { 
Up to thac time we had none but used a 
Spanish, 
English and Portugese, and 


in fact the money of all nations. 
The 


first thine: after the founding of the gov- 
ernment therefore WE.S to establish a mint 
in 1793 ana Alexander Hamilton was 
the secretary of the treasury and he was 
regarded as n bright man too. He was 
regarded as ordinarily intelligent at lease. 
He had to help him A man named \Vush-' 
ington, and another man I amed 
Jeffer- 


son, 
together with several others They 


were all regarded as wise men and patri- 
ots, 'i'hey decided that we would have to 
coin money. The constitution provided 
for the use of gold and silver. They asfe- 
od shall we coin both or one and decided 
to use both. The next question was how 
to put them both in circulation,(or Ham- 
ilton knew that without they possessed 
the same value this ci'uld not be done 
1C 


the value varied 
the more expensive 


metal would not circulate. That was not 
because of any law of man but because of 
human nature—selfishness. 
We are so 


constituted that if we have a dollar 
worth one hundred cents and ono worth 
ono hundred and one cents wo will pay 
the dollar worth one hundred contb to the 
dearest friend wo have if we happen to 
owe him a dollar. (Cheers.) 


We can't help it. The deacon in the 


church, if he has one dollar worth 100 
cents a> d another worth one hundred and 
four, the heathen will get the 100-cont 
dollar (Laughter.) So Hamilton, Jeffer- 
son and others said that the niouej must 
be ot equal value or it would not go. 
They look 24>J grains of gold and found 
371 ££ grains of silver was worth that 
amount. So at that time you could take 
34 X grains of gold or 371 yt gramsof silver 
and say, I owe you a dollar take your 
choice. They divided 371 -t 
by SIX and 


found that It wan contained just fifteen 
times and thereby established the ratio 
whioh, mind yon, was then 15 to 1. They 
commenced to coin their money on tiie 
ratio but in less than five years there 
was no gold in the i-oiiDtry. What became 
of it? 
It was found that the bullion in 


the gold was worth the most. 
In other 


words the bullion in gold was worth 
more than a dollar. The gold owners 
would not bring it to be coined because it 
was worth morn uncoined and there was 
no advantage in having it in money. So 
no gold came and what little was coined 
was hoarded, and when a man accumu- 
lated a two hundred dollars he melted it 
up and sold it ab bullion for $203 or $204. 
The 
tiouble was that the ratio was 


wrong. In 1834 congress said we will 
change the ratio. Tho silver men say that 
the silver remained the same. Tho real 
trouble at that time was that gold had 
not been coiued 
and was cheaper to 


gather up the gold and start it again. 
Next the silver Jiegau to disappear be- 
caube it became worth more uncoined 
than coined. No miner would take it to 
the mints to have it coined when it was 
worth moro to him as bullion. The 
bankers and the money lenders did with 
silver what had previously been done 
with gold and in 1853 we took the halves, 
quarters and dimes and actually debased 
them so that they oould not be melted up 
and still yield a profit in bullion. Then 
all 
the change stayed in circulation. 


Every penny of that depreciated subsidary 
coin was redeemable in gold. 
Don't talk 


aboat the crime of '73. It was the crime 
of 33, for when we debased this coin we 
took away the right of free coinage. Wo 
said that we would buy thu silver coin it 
aud stand by it. If it was demonetized 
at all it was^in. 1853. In 1873 we revised 
the laws but we did not demonetize a 
dollar. Some men have claimed that it is 
not a legal tender. 
The only answer to 


fhis is that ii is not true. 
It is a fnll 


legal tender dollar for debts. In 1873 
we did not demonetize the silver dollar 
but we stopped the coinage of it for the 
reason that it bad nut buen coined for 
forty years and for the reason thut the 
miners would not bring it to the mints 
no matter how patriotic they may bo now 
and how much they may talk of the 
declaration of independence, liberty and 
the constitution. 
You have heard it said 


that 
the Rothschilds and other great 


bankers 
conspired to have the silver 


dollar demonetized. Funny tnat when 
silver was worth 101 cents they should 
have conspired to get a dollar worth only 
100 cents. Now mind you, up to 1873 we 
had f toe and unlimited coinage and never 
had five years of bimetallism in the Unit- 
ed States. You never can have it under 
free and unlimited coinage. (Applause) 
The dearer money will always go out of 
circulation and our own history 
has 


proved that. 
Up to 1831 we had silver 


and up to 1877 we bad gold. There is | 
no eloquence about that. It is simply a' 
fact. In 1878 the government said that' 
atter elghty-flve years of free and un- • 
limited coinage we vv ill put It aside and 
keep both metals in circulation. (Cheers.) 
We said to the miner, stand osiie, and 
•we will show how to do it. 
The score- • 


tary of the treasury was Instructed to 
bny every thirty days not less than two 
nor more than four millions of silver 
•nd coin it. Be obeyed and from that 
time to 1800 the government coined sil- 
ver to the amount of $419,000,000 and 
put it into circulation. In 1890 it wag 
decided to make tne purchase of silver 
$1,500,000 ounces a month and to quit 
coining bat to issue oar notes against it 


fres coinage me never bad anything but n 
single standard. The government does 
not try to keep up the commercial value. 
It knows thut there Is only S3 cents 
worth of silver in a dollar and yet it buys 
as much as any dollar because It Is gov- 
erninbnt coinage, and ia written in the 
law that It is as good as gold. (Cheers ) 
If it were worth only ten cents In silver 
it would float because the government 
maintains it. The government says la 
any nation that while the silver dollar is 
worth only llfty-three cents we will take 
our pay in silver and they can have their 
choice between the metils 
In that way 


six hundred millions of silver and elx hun 
drcd million of gnld are kept OQ a 
bi- 


metallic basis and at a parity. (Uhcers.) 


You can't do it under free cninnge. 


That was tried for elghty-Dvo years. Just 
as soon a? it is circulated and tho priou of 
tho inetal'fluotuates one quarter of a cent 
the dearer moccy begins to disappear. 
The government knows jubfc how many 
of lt& obligations are out, and stands be- 
hind them. Who will stand behind the 
miner' Whon he can bring it to the gov- 
ernment to be coined without limit the 
government merely certifl >a by stamping 
it that it contains the required amount cl 
the metal, stumps it one dollar and puts 
on "In God We Trust." If wa are go- 
ing to have free coinage vre had better 
stamp it, "In tne Miner We Trust." 
(Cheers ) Under thpso conditions how 
oould we maintain the parity? It would 
sink us in six mouths. Tho government 
can issue its pledges knowing juet how 
many are out but it everybody is allowed 
to have silver coined free there would be 
no tolling how many were out and no 
one would be responsible. 
By tho free 


coinage of silver would have but tho one 
metal and by the government coinage 
we have both. The republican party is 
the only bimetallic party and the only 
single standard men are the sllverltee. 
Tho government buys its own silver for 
coinage but would not buy tv grain under 
free coinage. 
(Applause.) 
You would 


simplp take the mutal to the mints to 
have it stamped and examined and shown 
to be genuine. I heard an argument to- 
day over in your park. 
(Tremendous, 


cheering.) Everybody Is a financier now- 
adays. I heard one young man tell an- 
other that he did not need to talk that 
staff to him, that ho knew there must 
bo a standard, that wu must have u dollar 
that would remain as such even though 
the government wont down. The other 
fellow said that silver would do thn same 
and would still be a dollar.

(Cheers ) You know 
that there ia nothing in this agitation, no 
sense, no .judgment and no honesty. Who 
would it help? It would be a good thing 
for Stewart, he is poor and needs it. 
It 


would be a good thing for Jones, he Is 
hard up 
Who else would it help? Some- 


times men say it would help get them 
out ot debt. D -u't for God's sake say 
this, that you would help degrade tho 
currency and the national honor to help 
liquidate your debts with depreciated 
money. Honest men won't do that. Who 
will It hurt-1 The laboring man. We will 
say that t! ere are twenty million labor- 
ing men In this country who get $1 a 
day. As Mr. Coohran said last night the 
laborers are the great creditor class. Tho 
corporations are the debtors. 
These men 


in five days would then earn one hundred 
millions of dollars. 
Do you want to de- 


grado your money so that at the end of 
these five days these men will get fifty 
instead of om> hundred million they hav 
honestly earned? That IB icst what it 
means to you. Prices will go up for It 1? 
the inevitable rule that they rise when 
money is depreciated. The life insur- 
ance policy of 81000 made to provide for 
the widow will lie paid witti $£00. How 
will it affect (you, railroad men? The 
railroads of this country owe six bil- 
lions of dollars and !)5 per cent of the 
amount is in gold interest-bearing bonds. 
If you 30 on a silver basis these great cor- 
porations must pay a premium, 
They 


can't hedge by raising their passnegor or 
freight tariffs and what else can they do 
but reduce the waget of their men'?' It 
means disaster and nothing but disaster. 
My army comrades don't you vote to out 
into tlio eight dollars u month that -Slid 
governmnnt has allowed you. Ain't it 
too bad tnat the men who deluded you 
four years ago should now seek to relieve 
the situation by debasing your money? 
The reason we answrr is the question of 
today. Put the jepiiblloans back in power 
and relief will i.ot come by opening the 
mints but by closing our markets to the 
iree and unlimited importation of foreign 
goods.

Primitive and Interesting Race a Re- 


minder of tbe Stone Aee. 


The characteristics of the northern- 


most Eskimos have provided Henry G. 
Bryant with material for a strikingly 
interesting lecture, which was deliv- 
ered before the Archaelogical society in 
the University museum. The Eskimos, 
>tr. Bryant said, have attracted more| 
attention from scientific men than any, 
other similar race i n the world. He vis- 
ited them three times in 1891, when he 
went to Hue. Grand falls of Labrador, 
and in 1892 and 1894, in North and South 
Greenland, when on the Peary expedi- 
tions. The Labrador Eskimos lie re- 
garded as a somewhat degenerate race. 
They have been in contact with the 
Danish missionaries for 173 yesirs, and 
afford eiidence of the admixture of 
European blood. The women alone re- 
•Uiin their drres. This Mr. Bryant il- 
hi«rtratetl by a nnti\e doll, which 
showed, among: other peculiarities, the 
method of wearing- the. hair. The color 
of the hair ribbon d istingu Lshes the con- 
dition of the woman, whether maid, 
wife or widow. 


"The use of tea and coffee and the 


changed mdde of life," lie observed, 
"have unfitted th# men for the fatigues 
of seal hunting, and pulmonary dis- 
eases are frequent. 
Dr. Xansen, who 


is now cruising: =omewhere near the 
pole, lias gnen a most favorable ac- 
count of the M<imos of the west coast 
of Greenland.
